Eveerton, January 9.—Some time in De- 
cember last, John and George Hall, two 
young and energetic brothers, who were car- 
tying on extensive farming operations ip this 
county, suddenly picked up bag and baggage 
and left for parts unknown. They were con- 
siderably involved with the merchants and 
others hére, and Messrs. Brewer and Brownlee 
went in pursuit and overtook them in Flor- 
ida. The Halls settled up with these gentle- 
men and they returned home. Some of the 
other creditors not feeling willing to lose all 
of their claims, united and engaged the 
services of George C. Grogan, who 
immediately went Mm pursuit, but on arriving 
in Florida he learned that the young men 
had gone west. He followed as far as New 
Orleans, and having notified the sheriffs of 
the different counties in Texas, returned 
home. Soon after this a telegram was receiv- 
» ed bythe sheriff here from the sheriff of 
Cooke county, Texas, that the young men 
were at Gainesville, in that county. The sher 
iff there was notified by wire to arrest them, 
and Mr. Isaac G. Swift of this place having 
been deputized by the sheriff here. 
and armed with a couple of 
warrants, started in pursuit. Stopping in 
Atianta, he obtained from Governor Ste- 
hens a requisition on Governor Roberts, of 
exas for the young men, proceeding thence 
- to Austin Texas, he obtained from Governor 
Roberts authority for their arrest, and to 
convey them back to Georgia. On arriving 
at Gainesville, he found that they were out 
on bai!, but had not leit the place, and he 
had no difficulty in making the arrest. Start- 
ing from Gainesville on Wednesday morning, 
he came through with his prisoners by 
easy stages, *'ivin here on an extra 
train at midnight on Sunday 
night. Mr. Swift says he had no-trouble 
whatever in bringing the young men through, 
that he never imprisoned them at all on the 
route, that they made no effort to escape and 
showed no desire todo so. The Messrs. Hall 
say that they had no intention of committing 
acrime, that they had become involved in 
debt here and could not see their way out, 
and that they determined to seek a better 
field for making money to enable them to 
y their debts. They were committed to 
aiion their arrival here, and were brought 
fore Judge Barnett of the county court 
yesterday morning under three warrants, two 
Orcheating and swindling and one for un- 
lawfully selling rent cotton, They demanded 
indictment by grand jury, and Judge Barnett 
fixed their bond at $1,600. The young men 
say they are determined to stand a trial, if a 
bill is found againt them, and feel confident 
of an acquittal.

The prisoner, although he 
was never arrested for any crime in Georgia 
beyond that of contempt of court in refusing 
to obey a summons, was known asa man whojwas 
as strong asa tiger and possessing not a grain of 
cowardice. Atthe time of the former trouble he 
tore up the summons in the face of an officer, and 
it took five polieemen to get him to the ‘“‘barracks.”’

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LAST YEAR’S CROPS IN GEORGIA. 

The agricultural department at Washing- 
ton has a statistician, Mr. J. R. Dodge, and 
he has just completed the crop statistics of 
the department for 1882., These figures were 
made up to accomipany the annual report of 
Commissioner Loring. In his tables the 
wheat crop of Georgia last year is.put down 
at 3,812,900 bushels, against 2,933,000 in 1881, 
pnd 3,159,771 bushels in 1879. The last nam- 
sed crop was ascertained by the census-takers, 
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and is for that reason the best basis that we 
have for estimating crops. Everybody in the 
state knows that last year's crop of wheat ex- 
ceeded the census crop or any other crop of 
wheat grown of late years in the state; but no 
one can say whether the allowance of three 
quarters of million bushels is sufficient or 
not. Judge Henderson, of the state depart- 
ment, says the crop is twelve per cent more 
than the crop of 1881. If we add this percen- 
tage to tie Washingtor™igures for 1881 we 
have 3,284,960 bushels. The average yield 
per acre was 8 bushels, but Judge Hender- 
son’s circular furnishes no estimate of last 
year's acreage. 

Mr. Dodge gives us credit for producing in 
1882 corn to the amount of 29,617,500 bushels, 
against 19,745,000 in 1881, and 23,202,018 
bushels in the census year. Judge Henderson 
says the crop of 1882 is thirty-three per cent 
more than that of 1881, This would make it 
26,260,850 bushels, if we accept the Washing 
ton figures for 18581. Our commissioner, how- 
ever, claims that the corn acreage of the state 
last year was twelve per cent more than it was 
in 1879, the census year, and jthat the average 
yield per scre last year was 13.3 bushels giv- 
ing acropof 36,963,940 bushels, or the largest 
in the history of the state. Here is a wide 
discrepancy in, the figures, and when{twosuch 
statisticans as Judge Henderson and Mr. J. R. 
Dodge disagree, who shall decide? For general 
purposes the crop of the year can be 
safely put at 30,000,000 bushels. The state 
undoubtedly produced nearly a full farm sup- 
ply. Judge Henderson thinks the state lacks 
only two per cent of such a supply, the 
chief deficiency being in middle Georgia, and 
the chief surplus in north Georgia. 

Mr. Dodge says our oat crop of last year 
was 7,235,850 bushels; but Judge Henderson, 
thinks it was 11,643,482 bushels. The latter 
official says the yield per acre last year was 
19 bushels,and this would give on the acreage 
of the census year the yield claimed by the 
home commissioner. It is very plain that the 
acreage was not less than it was in 1879, and 
it is altogether safer to accept the home fig- 

Even if we did produce nearly 12,000,- 
000 bushels—and may well be proud 
of such progress in our. agricultural 
development—we do not show well by 
the side of Illinois, which made 99,141,000 
bushels, or in comparison with lowa’s crop, 
which was nearly 50,000,000 bushels. No 
squthern state, however, leads Georgia in the 
statistics of oats. 
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FEDERAL AID TO EDUCATION. 
Judge Wm. M. Beckner, of Kentucky, re- 
cently delivered an address before the State 
Teachers’ association at Hopkinsville upon 
the sybject of southern illiteracy, in the 
course of which he grouped together some 
interesting facts bearing upon the question 
of federal aid to state legislation. The tone 
of the address is substantial evidence of the 
fact that Judge Beckner realizes that, with 
the abolition of slavery have passed away the 
moving cause of the discussion of constitu- 
tional prerogatives and limitations that kept 
the people of the south ina continual state 
of alarm in regard to the centralizing tenden- 
cies of the general government. With 
slavery in existence, it was natural that the 
southern people should be continually on the 
alert with respect to federal aggressions. 
Every q@estion relating to the construction 
of the constitution was always delicate and 
more-or less dangerous; but with slavery out 
of the way, the south has neither more nor 
less interest in strict construction than the 
north, and the interminable discussion of 
state rights has to a great extent subsided. 

There has been a disposition here and there 
to revive it in connection with the question 
of federal aid to state education, but always 
within the limits of practical, common sense. 
Judge Beckner says- that the power of the 
general government to make appropriations 
for educational purposes has long been set- 
tled. He calls attention to the fact that Wash- 
ington recommended in his last annual mes- 
sage the establishment of a university and a 
military academy by congress, and that Jef- 
ferson, in his sixth annual message, opposed 
the repeal of the tax on importson the ground 
that ‘patriotism would certainly prefer ~its 
continuance and application to the great pur- 
poses of public education, roads, rivers and 
canals.’’ From the earliest period the gov- 
ernment has pursued the policy of aiding ed- 
ucation in the states and territories by set- 
ting apart public lands for that purpose, and 
avast domain has been thus set apart and 
appropriated. In 1862 an act was passed dis- 
tributing among the states 9,600,000 acres for 
the endowment of colleges of agricultural 
and mechanical arts, and a part of this fund 
is in use in Georgia. 

There is no reason why the policy of the 
government should not be pursued now when 
there isa greater need for the benefits of edu- 
cation than ever. There is,in the south, a 
great mass of illiteracy, which formed 
and still forms the basis of a thousand and 
one sneers on the part of the gifted northern 
editors. But this is notas bad as the ten- 
dency to ignore the practical benefits of edu- 
cation as applied to this mass of ignorance~a 
tendency which makes itself manifest now 
and again in the Georgia legislature and out 
of it. 

There is nothing surer than the fact that 
this mass of ignorance is a continual threat 
against society. 
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If the state does not dispose 
of it, it will dispose of the state; and the 
shortest, surest and most practical method of 
dealing with it is, in the judgment of* al] 
thoughtful people, to disperse it by means of 
education. ven this process is a slow one; 
butasitis the quickest and surest remedy 
for ignorance ever invented, the sooner it is. 
applied, the soorer will its 
realized. 
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WHAT THE TARIFF COSTS. 

At every turn we meet the ill effects of pro- 
tection, We cannot build iron or steel ships 
because the prices of the materials have been 
inflated by protection; the navigation laws do 
not permit us to buy -them from countries 
uncursed by protection; and so we pay for- 
eign vessels $250,000,000 a year for transporta- 
tion. This muth is taken from us every year. 
Some of it is a tax, and a! of it isan unneces 
sary drain. Not only do we lose the money,but 
we are fast losing our merchant marine, and 
when we lose that we have lost an important 
reliancein time ofwar. Protection in this 
respect impoverishes us in peace and ties our 
hand in war. 

Its every-day cost is enough, -however, in 
the longrunto bringruin npon all except 
th favored few who fastened the cnrse upon 
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the country and are fighting to maintain it. 
We are not speaking in a general way or at 
random. The following table embraces nine 
“protected” commodities, showing the value 
of the several articles manufactured in and 
imported into the United States, the wages 
paid in the protection of the dome:-ic arti- 
cles, and the per cent of duty or additional 
cost to the consumer of the articles named:

In round figures we used of these commodi- 
ties over $2,000,000,000, The part manufactured 
at home was doubtless increased in cost to the 
extent of the duty, and on these nine classes 
of articles alone we were thus compelled to 
pay an increased:cost of more than $700,000,- 
000, or nearly’ twice the amount that the 
hands empluyed in their manufacture re- 
ceived. If the government would grant these 
hands pensions to the extent of their wages, 


and remove this artificial protective 
system as two these necessapy arti- 
cles, it would put millions and 


millions in the pockets of the people. This 
forcing plan wasno* originated and is not 
maintained in the interest of the working- 
men—that shum has been thoroughly ex 
posed—but it wasstarted and is kept up to 
enrich the few at the expense of the many 
by a hidden system of taxation that is more 
}insiduous and deadiy and unjust than any 
that was ever devised by the hand of man. If 
the spirit of liberty aud justice still lives, 
this iniquity will be thrown off, but it will 
not be without a desperate struggle wich the 
allied monopolists and ‘corruptionists who 
have controlled the country for nearly a 
quarter of a century.

The able 
American compen, (limited) has surely neg- 
lected to noi® the fact that the Hon. Frank 
Hatton, editor of the administration and star

THE LOST RECORDS. 


W hat the Deteettves Have Not Done and What Judge 
Strong Prvposes to Do. 

When,on the day after Christmas, it was an- 
nounced that seven books of record had been stolen 
from the county clerk’s office, the public dropped 
every other topic of conversation and began a live- 
ly discussion of the robbery. The burglary was one 
of deepest mystery, that tempicd about twenty five 
amateur detectives to enter the search for the miss- 
ing books. Twoor three semi-professional detec- 
tives also entered the crowd and the investigation 
was started, while there was a general belief that 
the records would be forthcoming almost immedi- 


ately. The entire male population of the city 
mingled freely in the discussion of 
the. robbery, and there was scarcely a 


man who did not have a plausible theory that he 
wae sure Was the correct one. Vartious reasons for 
the theft were assigned and not afew names were 
mentioned as the probable pe:petrators of the ap- 
parently wanton robbery. The detectives looked 
wise and were mysterious, and gave up nothing but 
wiuks when approached on the subject of the theft 
That was because the able detectives didn’t know 
auything about who stole the books, what they 
stole them for, or where they had been concealed. 
The trouble with these mysterious gentlemen may 
be briefly stated as follows: When the robbery oc- 
curred and the inviting reward was offered 
for the .books, the ‘‘detectives’’ thought 
that they had only to ‘lay and 
the foolish felon would confess and tu: over the 
»00ks. Theentire two dozen dete:‘tives were on 
as lookout for the man with the confession, while 
thatindividual preferred to remain in obscurity 
and freedom, The idea was that the burglars were 
ready to divulge the whole affair to the first man 
who wouldwctasago-between. A few detectives 
went so faras to make a search of the court house 
garret and one or two went under the court house 
and spoiled their shirt fronts without profit. It 
took just three days to disgust about twenty- 
three of the . twenty-five detectives and 
they dropped off and had no more to say. The 
chronic crank came to the surface with propositions 
for negotiating. One fellow, who signed his name 
‘*Viratas,’’ had a very fine proposition. He wanted 
Judge strong totie the twelve hundred and fifty 
dollars up in a nice little bundle and go down the 
West Point road on a train until a signal was given 
by the firing of a pistol, whereupon he was to drop 
the money and go on to were a sky rocket would be 
fired and then he wasto get off the train and would 
find the books. In the meantime Viratas would haye 
secured the money, mounted a fleet horse and 
would have split the frosty air at the speed of the 
highwaymen who figurein the little romances that 
are issued from the prolific press of Mr. George 
Monroe. Veritas claimed to be the abductor of 
Charley Ross and the perpetrator of numerous eth- 
er pieces of deep dyed villiany. He wassomewhat 
surprised when THECONSTITUTION referred to him 
asa well knuown crank who writes auonymous iet- 
ters overthe name of Cincinnatus and simmers 
around the edge of politics. ‘hat dried Veritas up 
and nothing wore was heard of him or his project. 
There was a sort ctavalanche of ‘‘confessious’’ made 
to THE CONSTITUTION, all of which were investigated 
and found to be wholly groundless. There was a 
very general belief that the books would turn up 
as soon as the eleetion was over, but they have not 
come to the surface yet. Judge Strong, in speaking 
of the matter, suid yerterday: 

‘‘When I advertised that I would give $500 for the 
books and ask no questions I meant what I said. 
I wanted the books and I still want them. As I 
said then I say now, 1 will pay the money for the 
books and ask no questions, I wil) deal squarely 
with the man. who will return them. 
It is simply a business transaction with me.; (1 
canuot afford to publicly lie even to a thief, and 
any man whocan return the books may negotiate 
with mein full confidence that he will not be 
betrayed That may sound strange but my 
position is this: Those records were placed in my 
possession for safe keeping. Through no fault of 
mine they were stolen, for what reason I do not 
know. But one thing is certain, and that is that 
iny firstduty isto recover the property that was 


confided to me, and thatI shall endeavor to do. 
it is enough for me to lose $500 in 
doing &O, f those books can be re- 


turved itcan be done at ence, and I have deter- 
mined te place a limiton my offer. Ifi do not get 
the books by Sunday I shall change my offer, and 
in Sunday's ConsTirutioN I will advertise that l 
will pay the reward only for the books, with evi- 
dence toconviect the thief or thieves. We will 
change our tactics.”’

THE BROAD WVILL CASE. 


The Evidence Developed on the Nial Yesterday—The 
Experts and the S)guature. 

The trial of the Broad willcase was resumed in 
the superior court before Judge Hammond’ yester- 
day. Mr. McKinsey concluded his testimony in 
reference to the signature of William Gray, testify- 
ing to its apparent genuineness, He was followed 
by Mr. W. L. Shumate, who was iutroduced by 
Mr. Couley, the administrator, to prove a conversa- 
tion between Shumate and Cummings, and another 
converration between Shumate and Captain 
Blacker. Of the conversation with Fred Cummings 
the witness said: 

““T was collecting rents for Mr. Conley, and called 
on Mr. Cummings, to collect rents from him. Mr. 

He was 
not prepared to settle the rent,and said that Mr 
Conley should not he uneasy about it, 
that he had” plenty to secure him. 
As I went-out he followed me out on thestreet and 
talked with meaboutit. Ue said that he was a 
friend of Mr. Conley, and that Mr. Conley ought 
not to push him that way. That Conley certainly 
did not have any more interest in the matter than 
his commission, and so far as that was concerned 
he would make him good.’’ 

‘‘What matter did he refer to?”’ 

“We were talking about the willatthe time. He 
said that Conley bad no interest in the matter ex- 
cept what his commissions would be, and that he 
would pay him his commissions.,’’ 

“Did he say he would give Mr, Conley his com- 
missions? What for?’’

The witness was notified to state only what oc- 
curred between him and Cummings. 

‘Cummings came to my office after that, and 
when he came in I toid him that Blacker had been 
there and told me that he (Cummings) would come 
to see me. I told him what Blacker had said, and 
he said that Blacker was authorized to say it.’’

Probably the most interesting testimony of the 
trial was that of the experts who examined the sig- 
natures. Professor B. F. Moare, president of Moore's 
Business college,examined the sigpatures to the will 
very carefully,and examined a oumber of the genu- 
ine signatures of John Broad. After the examination 
he testified as an expert that in his opinion the sig- 
nature to the will was a forgery. The distinctive 
defective part of the signature appeared in the a 
and d of the word Broad. In the geuine signatures 
the two letters were awkwardly made and were not 
made upon the same plan of the letters in the will. 
The a in Broad was as perfect as a letter 
could have been made, while the 
first part of the d was vyery different from 
the admitted genuine signatrues. Mr. Joe Nall, 
assistant postmaster, examined the signatures and 
said that he did not think that either the signa- 
ture of Broad or that of Gray was genuine. Mrs. 
Gray was introduced and said that she was saisfied 
that the signature of her husband was a forgery. 
She pointed out the faultsin the writing and did 
not hesitate in the pee ofheropinion. Mr. 
Cummings was introduced and explained what he 


had said toMr. Conley, and Mr. Shumate. He
